HELENA, Mont., Dec. 30.—[Special.!|—This 
week will probably sed a solution of the po- 
tical dificulty, Both parties have been 
caucusing all day, but noagreement has been 
reached. The Senate, irrespective of party, 
isin favor of acompromise. The Houses, on 
the contrary. will not listen to anything of 
tne kind. “After many consultations a slate

United States Senate from the East Side and 
Lee Maatie from the West Side. No sooner 
did this become known in Butte than Col. 
Thomas Couch chartered a special train, 
loaded it with friends, and brought them over 
to work against Mantle, his deadly enemy. 

Amoug the number was W. E. Livyd, 
Sneriff of Sitver ‘Bow County. The party 
came up-town and went to the different 
hotels, Sheriff Lioyd going to the Grand Cen- 
tral. He went into tné dining-room and met 
Judge Hamiiton, Republican Judge ot Silver 
Bow County, who handed in his resignation 
to Gov.

Senators was to be postponed until the mght 
and wrong of Precinct 34 had been authorita- 
tively determined. 


AGAINST THE AUSTKALIAN BALLOT, 


Senator Gorman Announces the Policy of 
the Maryland Democracy. 

Ba.timoreE, Md., Dec. 30.—[Special. ]—Sen- 
ator Gorman formulated the policy of the 
Democratic Administration today by declar- 
ing under no circumstances shall the Legis- 
lature pass the Australian Baliot law. The 
declaration was made at a dinner given this 
afterhoou at ‘the Rennert House to the 
Democratic country editors. Senator Gor- 
man launched forth in a denunciation of the 
Australian law, claiming that it would not 
work in this State. In Massachusetts, 
he said, where the voters were not 80 


‘jiliterate the educational qualification worked 


all right, but here it was fo)ly for the Demo- 
crats to give up a power they possessed to in- 
fluence voters. They had already made too 
many concessions to the Repubiicans and it 
was time this thing was stopped. He called 
on the country press to exert their influence 
in opposition to the proposed Australian bal- 
lot law, for Were it adopted the Democrats 
would not retain control of the State. Sim- 
ilar speeches were made by Controller 
Baughman, Delegate Colton, and other lead- 
ing politicians.

GLADSTONE AND STEAMBOAT SUBSIDIES, 


New York, Dec. 30.—[{Special.]—The New 
York Tribune will print tomorrow extracts 
from the remarkable discussion by Mr. Glad- 
stone and Mr. Blaine, which fills fifty-four 
pages in the Junuary number of the North 
American Review, Mr: Gladstone makes a 
strong plea for free trade and his argument 
is embelished with ali the graces of aiction 
of which. he is so accomplished a master. 
Mr. Blaine’s answer is elaborate and covers 
the whole field of. protectionist argument. 
The following extracts will convey an idea 
of the character and scope of the discussion. 
Mr. Gladstone says: 

But in America, besides the jealously palisaded 
field of dear production, there is a vast open 
expanse of cheap pro- 
duction—namely: in the 
whole niass, to speak 
roughly, of the agiicult- 
ural products of the 
country, not to mention 
such gifts of the earth as 
= its minerals and oils. In 
> raising these the Ameri- 
= can capitalist will find 
—- the demand of the world 

—= unexbausted, however he 
Im) may increase the supply. 
Why, then, is he to carry 
| /his capital abroad when 
ee there is profitable em- 
‘ ployment for it at home? 
If protection is necessa- 
W. E. GLADSTONE. ry to keep American cap- 
ital at home, why is not the vast capital now sus- 
taining your domestic agriculture, and raising 
commodities for sale at free trade prices, ex- 
ported to other countries? Or, conversely, since 
vast capital finds an unlimited field for employ- 
mrent in cheap domestic production without pro- 
tection, it is demonstrated that protection is pot 
required in order to keep your capital at home. 

Let me assumie, for the purpose of trying the 
issue. that one-half of the salable products of 
the United States are agricultural and one-baif 
manufactured, and that the manufactured moiety 
are covered by protection, while the agricultural 
half, since they are articles of large expert, bear 
only such a price as is assigned to them by for- 
eign competition in the markets where they are 
sold. I take this rough estimate for the sake of 
simplicity, and in the same view I overlook the 
fact that the sugar which you grow is still cov- 
ered, as it used to be covered, by an operative 
protection. One-half, then, of American labor 
enjoys protective wages; the other hulf of the 
products of the United States is furnished by 
mere “ free-trade toilers.”’ 

Now, I want to ask whether the wages of the 
agricultural half are raised by the existence of 
protective laws which cover the artisan half. 
‘This you cazhot possibly affirm, because it is an 
elementary fact that (given the quantity of labor 
in the market) the wages: of the laborers are 
governed by the prices of the commodities they 
produce, and that those prices are free-trade 
prices. You have “free-trade toilers” all over 
your country, and by their side you have pro- 
tected artisans. I ask, then, next this question: 
Is the remuneration of the “free-trade toilers,” 
all things: taken into account, equivalent to that 
of the protected artisans? If itis not, why do not 
the agricultural men go where there is a demand 
for manufacturing and mining labor, ana, by 
augmenting the supply, reduce and equalize the 
rate? Which is like asking how comes it that a 
man is content with one loaf when two are of- 
fered him? The answer would be: He is not 
content; whenever he can he takes the two and 
leaves the one,-“It follows that in tnis case there 
exists no excess of wages for him to appropriate. 


AMERICA’S ADVANTAGES, 
Iwill then proceed to set forth some of the 


Causes, Which, by giving exceptional energy and 


exceptional opportunity to the work of produc- 
ti4n in America, seem to allow (in homely 
phrase) of her making ducks andy drakes of a 
large portion of what ought to be ber accumula- 
tions, and yet, by virtue of the remainder of 
them, to astonish the world. 


J 1. Let me observe, first, that America produces 


an enormous mass of cotton, cereals, meat, oils, 
and other commodities, which are soid in the un- 
sheltered market of the world at such prices as 
they will yield. The producers are fined for the 
benefit of the protected interests, and receive 
Hothing in return; bat they obtain for their 
country, as Well as for the world, the whole ad- 
vantage of a vast natural trade—that is to say, a 
trade in which production is carried on at a 
minimum cost in capital and jabor as compared 
with what the rest of the world cun do. 

2. America invites and obtains in a remarkable 
degree from all the worla one of the great ele- 
ments of production without tax of any kind— 
namely, capital. 

8. While securing to the capitalist producer a 
monopoly in the protected trades, she allows all 
the world to do its best ty a free immigration to 
prevent or qualify any corresponding monopoly 
in the class of workmen. 

4. She draws upon a bank of natural resources 
so Vast that it easily bears those deductions of 
improvidence which simply prevent the results 
from being vaster still. 

MR. BLAINE’S REPLY. 

Mr. Blaine in his reply says, among other 
things: 

Protectionists owe many thanks to Mr. Glad- 
stone for his outspoken mode of dealing with 
He gives us his con- 
clusions withdut qualification and without dis- 
guise. The American free-treder is not so sin- 
cere. He is ever presenting haif truths and hold- 
ing back the other half, thus creating false im- 
pressions ana leading to false conclusions. But 
Mr. Gladstone is entirely frank. He tells the la- 
borers on protected articles that they would be 
better engaged in “ raising more cereals and 
more cotton at low prices."’ Where does Mr. 


Gladstone suggest a market for the 
additional grain and cotton to be 
raised by American mechanics becoming 
farmers and increasing the. production of 


those great staples? The foreign market 1s 
filled with a competing grain supply to such a 
degree that already the price of wheat is unduly 
lowered to the Western farmer. The farmer 
needs a still larger home consumption of his 
grain, while Mr. Gladstone thinks he needs a. 
still_larger home production. The legitimate 
conclusion of Mr. Gladstone’s argument is that 
all mechanical and rmanufacturing enterprises 
in America producing articles of higner price 
than the same produced in Europe should be 
abandoned and the laborers so engaged should 
be turned to the proauction of “ more cereals and 
more cotton at low prices.” 

The Western farmer's instinct is wiser than 
Mr. Gladstone's philosophy. The farmer knows 
that the larger the home market the better are 
his prices, an@ that.as the home market is nar- 
rowed his prices fall. 

Mr. Gladstone's pregnant suggestion really ex- 
hibits the thought that lies deep in the British 
mind: that the mechanic arts and the manufac 
turing prices should be left to Great Britain and- 
the production of raw material should be left to 
America. Itisthe old colonial idea of the last 
century, when the establishment of manufac 
tures on this side of the ocean was regarded with 
great jealousy by British statesmen and British 
merchants. : 

Mr. Gladstone, however, commits himself to 
the principle that “all protection is morally 
bad.” If this has been his belief ever since he 
became an advocate of free trade his conscience 
must have received many and severe wounds, as 
session after session while Chancelior of the Ex- 
chequer he carried through Parliament a bounty 
—may I not say a direct protection?’—of £180,000 
sterling to a line of steamers running between 
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that began six years before free trade was pro- 
claimed in Engiish manufactures, and continued 
nearly twenty years after. In the whole period 
of twenty-five years an aggregate of many mill- 
ions of dollars was paid outto protect the En- 
glish line against all competition. 

It may be urged thatthis sm was paid for 
carrying the Anglo-American mails, but that ar- 
gument will not avail a free: trader, because 
steamers of other nationalities stood ready to 
carry the mails at a far cheaper rate, Nay, a

ORDINANCES TO BEENFORCED 


Ald. Pond Makes the Initial Move in 
the Matter. 


REBUKE TO TRE ADMINISTRATION. 


Strong Speeches Made in Favor of the 
Resolution. , 


MAYOR CREGIER CUT BY THE ACTION. 


By a vote of 55 to 5 the City Council at its 
meeting last evening presented an indict- 
ment against the City Executive and the 
Police Department for their failure to sup- 
press gambling as provided by the laws of 
the State and the ordinances of the city. 

The indictmeat was made on the motion of 
Ald. Pond, who had visited one of the 
gambling dens and who was shocked at its 
iniquitous character. 

The order was in the following.terms: 

That the General Superintendent of Police be 
directed to enforce the ordinances against gam- 
bling, which is now openly carried on in this city 
in defiance of iaw and good morals. 

The gamblers’ friends tried to laugh down 
the order. Even the Mayor induiged in a 
sneer. Ald. Whelan moved the reference of 
the order to the Committee on Police. Ald. 
Pond promptly moved a suspension of the 
rules, and the motion was carried by the fol- 
lowing vote:

DISCUSSING THE ORDER. 

The order was then put on its passage. 

Ald. McGillen began a speech in opposition 
with a question: “Is not this an indictment 
against the Administration and the Poiice 
Department?” 

‘Tt is!” responded Pond and his colleague, 
Ald. Kent. 

Mr. McGillen wished to know what evi- 
dence there was that gambling was carried 
on in the city. : 

‘Read the newspapers,’ was the response 
of his colleague, Ald. Ernst. 

““The Inspector of Police,” went on Me- 
Gillen, “is charged especially with suppress- 
ing gambling. What means have we of find- 
ing ou} that the newspaper statements aré 
true?”’ 

“You know they are true,” an Alderman 
remarked. McGilien sat down. 

Ald. Cullerton said that it was a discour- 
tesy to tne new Superintendent of Police to 
pass the order. He ought to be givena 
chancé to enforce the ordinance before the 
Council ‘issued directions to him. “And 
what kindof gambling places do you want 
suppressed?’’ asked the Ninth Ward states- 
manin his deepest tones; “the Board of 
Trade?’ Then he sat down. ' 

Said Ald. Pond: “If the Board of Trade 
is a gambling institution { want it suppressed 
as wellas other gambling institutionps.: No 
discourtesy is meant to the new Chief of 
Police. The passage of the order will 
only be an instruction to him, and he will 
see in it an expression of the sentiment 
of the municipal legésiature. It is notorious 
that there are several infamous gambling- 
houses running at full blast in this city. 
Foolish, butin the main honest, people are 
robved io them of their earnings. They are 
a disgrace, a scandal, ana a menace to the 
city. Itis time some action was taken on 
them. lam in favor of including Inspector 
Ebersold in the order of instruction,”’ 

The gallery applauded Mr. Pond. 

HOW THE VOTE STOOD. 

A vote on the passage of the order was 
then taken. It was passed, 55 to 5. The 
nays were Whelan, Culierton, W. J. O’Brien, 
Noonan, and Lucas. 

The Mayor showed by his manner that he 
felt rebuked. Several ot the Aldermen tried 
to dodge the question, but Pond insisted on 
calling the absentees, and all who were pres- 
ent were put on record. 

An incident which occurred during the aft- 
ernoon showed how keenly the Mayor feels 
the criticisms of him for neglect of his duty 
and obligations. Some newspapers that have 
been exposing the methods of the adminis- 
tration in reference to the dens were sent in 
to be placed on the desks of the Aldermen. 
By order of the Mayor the janitor removed 
and destroyed them. It was stated by one 
of the Aldermen last evening that the Mayor 
dismissed a janitor who placed papers refiect- 
ing on his administrawon on the Aldermen’s 
desks two or three weeks ago. 

As a result ot Tue TrisuNe’s exvosé of the 
settling methods of the gamblers and their 
partners at the City-Hall four of the ‘“‘set- 
tiers’? who are suspected of having given 
the “snap’’ away were distharged yester- 
day. The excuse given was that the ex- 
penses were too great and that the housés 
were not earning much. The fact is that one 
of the “ settlers ” has *“‘ squealea ”’ and will 
be used as a witness before the special grand 
jury which will be called before many weeks. 
The “settling ” is now being done by-an at- 
torney who is said to have employed the 
** squealing settler,’”’ and who is therefore 
liable to be placed un‘ier indictment with the 
gamblers and the commission collectors. It 
is in this attorney’s office that the commis- 
sions have been paid. 

CASES WILL BE PUSHED. 

An attaché of the State’s Attorney’s of- 
fice said yesterday: “I agree with Ture Tris- 
UNE that the cases against the gambiers 
ought to be presented before a special grand 
jury. The County Commissioners, however, 
weil intentioned as they may be, are not 
caréful enough in their selections of men for 
grand jurors. They select men who are out 
ofajoband who are allright in ordinary 
cases, but who can be played on by politi- 
cians in gambling cases. But we can hardly 
have a special grand jury before February. 
Tne January grand jury has been called for 
next Monday. We will have no court over 
here before then. We cannot dismiss the 
reguiar grand jury therefore. Yet 
it would not be prudent from our 
experience to present the gambling cases 
to this January grand (jury. we 
had an average grand jury some time ago. 
We presented two excellent cases. One had 
been worked up by a well-known detective. 
It was a clear case. An indictment was re- 
turned in both cases. The indictment was 
withdrawn in one case the day alter it was 
voted. in the second case it was withdrawn 
the last aay of the grand jury session. There 
were only twelve votes for its reconsidera- 
tion. The persons who managed tw boring 
about the reconsideration knew what they 
were about.” 

An’ outside attorney who is engaged in 
working up the cases said: “ They pretend 
to say that it is hard to make out a case 
against gambiers. To my mina nothing is 
easier. Ail we have to do is to establish the 
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and to prove who the owner 1s. I think there 
is no doubt as to the ownership of George 
Hankins’ place, and I don’t suppose we will 
have any difficulty in proving that gambling 
has been carried on there ever since Mayor 
Cregier was inaugurated.” 

This attorney, who has consulted the attor- 
neéys engaged by the Citizens’ Association, 
says the owners of the buildings in which the 
gambling is carried on are just as liable as 
the owners of the “ places.” 


TO END GAMBLING AT TERRE HAUTE. 


Great Indignation Over the Suicide of 18- 
Year-Old James Byrens« 

Terre Haute, Ind., Dec. 30.—{Special.]— 
The suicide of 18-year-old James Byrens Sun- 
day afternoon has roused the city to a high 
pitch of indignation. For several years pub- 
lic gambling has had full swing, the Demo- 
cratic Police Board openly defending it. A 
half-dozen young men here absconded as a ’ 
result of gambling losses, but with each ex- 
posure there was but a mild flurry of excite- 
ment. Today, however, the people of the 
city are determined that gambling must go. 
Young Byrens belonged to one of the 
wea‘thiest and most prominent social fam- 
lies in the city. He was a prepossessing boy, 
possessed fine business traits, and was the 
soul of honor. He did not drink or carouse, 
and his companions held him in bigh esteem. 
He could not resist the gaming tabie, and his 
uncle, Mr. Ben Hudnut, in whose large busi- 
ness of hominymaking’he had an important 
position, warned the gambling houses not to 
let him play. Saturday night and Sun- 
day he got into a hazard game con- 
ducted by Al Myers, the second base- 
man of the Philadelphia league club. 
He Jost $200 Saturday night and Sunday 
afternoon he lost $100. 

He went straight home from the gambling 
house and sent the bullet through his brain 
as soon as he reached his room. 

Myers says: “He had little to say and was 
very quiet. In fact, now I can see that he 
acted in a peculiar manner, although at tne 
time I thought notning of it. Most all the 
fellows who came up later seemed té know 
him, and they laughed and chatted with 
him, but he had nothing to say. 
He played gold pieces—$10 pieces and % 
pieces. I don’t remember that he said any- 
thing when he left except one thing. One of 
the young fellows who knew him well asked 
him how he came out, and he simply said: 
‘I’m loser.’ He went out alone as fie came. 
That was the last Isaw of him, and that is 
alil know aboutit. If I had known who he 
was I wouldn’t have allowed him to play or 
play with him, but I didn’t know who he 
was.”’ 

This tragedy following closely on ‘the 
drunken antics of a squad of policemen. 
Christmas Day has created great indignation 
and the Police Board will meet tomorrow 
night. If the board again refuses to order 
the places closed there will be a public meet- 
ing to take measures to enforce the law.

Swell Act In Wachington. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 30.—[Special. | — 
Count d’Arco Valley, the German Minister,.is 
back in Washington and is once more the envy 
of ali the swells. The Count is the most gor- 
geous member ot the diplomatic corps that 
the National Capital hes seen for many a 
day. Pieasurable anticipations of his ap 
pearance at the White House New-Year’s 
Day are mingled with cunosity as to what 
innovation on established custom he will 
make. Last vear he was preceded by a chas- 
seur, Or outrider, whose attire was eclipsed 
in brilliancy only by that of the Minister 
himself. The Count has been the hero of a 
great deal of gossip, much of it malicious, 
and a few months ago his friends were 
threatening to take legal steps against a New 
York society paper which was unusually 
brutal in its aspersions. His friends insist 
that he is far from being the gay fellow that 
people suppose him to be.

| MR. LATHAM WAS SMOOTH. 


MRS. ANNA WILBUR OF WASHINGTON 
. SWINDLED BY THE CHICAGOAN. 


James F. Latham, Alise H. A. Bowen, a 
Real-Egtate Dealer of This City, Arrest- 
ed in New York Charged with Forgery 
and Swindling—Given a Biack Hecord 
by the Police-—His Numerous Wives and 
His Operations Among Board of Trade 
Men. 


New York, Dec, 30.—| Special. |—Inspector 
Byrnes Saturday night received two dis- 
patches trom the Chief of Police of Chicago 
telliig him t@ arrest James F. Latham of 
Chicago and giving an accurate description 
of him. The first dispatch said he was 
wanted for the forgery of chécks to the 
amount of $1,250, and the second that be had 
swindled Mrs. Annie C. Wilbur, a young 
widow whois prominent in social circles in 
Washington, D. C., out of $1,250 by means of 
a confidence game. A detective found 
Latham’s signature on the Astor House reg- 
ister. He piaced his man under arrest. 
Lawyer “Abe” Hummel received a letter 
from Latham saying that he wanted him to 
act as his counsel. Mr. Hummel was on 
hand early this morning when the prisoner 
was arraigned before Justice Hogan in the 
Tombs Police Court. 

Latham’s mother, Mrs. Virginia C. Latham, 
lives on Pennsylvania avenue jin Washing- 
ton, and is said to be quite wealthy. Latham 
is @ married man, and has a wife and child 
living in Chicago. His age is 35, he is tall, and 
his manners are dignified. He dresses con- 
spicuously, and today he wore diamond studs 
and cuff..buttons and a heavy gold watch 
chain. The charge against Latham in court 
was forgery, and Lawyer Hummel! made a 
strong piea for the discharge of the prisoner. 
He said there was not one fact in the com- 
plaint to show that his chent had committed 
anv offense whutever. 

Justice Hogan remanded Latham to police 
headquarters to give Lawyer Hummel time 
to prepare his defense. Mr. Hummel went 
immediately to Supreme Court Chambers 
and secured a writ of certiorari, returnable 
before Judge Lawrence tomerrow morning 
at 10:30 o’ciock. 

Latham said when arrested that he was a 
real estate dealer in Chicago and that while 
on « Visit to his mother at Washington some 
time ago he attended a reception given to 
foreign Ministers at the house of Mrs. Annie 
C. Wilbur. From the first moment that ais 
hostess set eyes on him, he said, she showed 
amarked partiality for him. She did not 
know he was marred. He flirted a little 
with her the evening of the reception. She 
invited him to call on her, he said, but as he 
had a wife in Chicago he did not doso until 
after she called on him in regard to some real 
estate transactions. The real estate trans- 
acuons, he said, brought them together fre- 
quentiy, and she made no secret of her 
partiality for bis society. 

A month or so ago, Latham said, he went 
to Chicago to see his wife and to attend to 
some business there. Hig letters to the 
widow grew so cold that she finally con¢luded 
‘to go on there and see what was the matter. 
She put up at ove of the best hotels and had 
Latham come to see her and give an account 
of the apparent change in his conduct. She 
learned that he hacha Io eal then there 
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was a.tragic scene. H nally convinced 
ber, he said, that he was not entirely a villain 
and she believed him, and for a time they 
were at peace. 

Mrs. Wilbur, he said, finally grew jealous 
of Mrs. Latbam, and used to accuse him of 
‘thinking more”’ of his wife than he did of 
her. The discord between them fisailly cul- 
minated in his coming to this city on busi- 
ness. He says he never forged a check or 
defrauded Mrs. Wilbur of a cent and that 
she has brought these charges against him 
through malice. The only money he ever 
got from her he reseived for real estate busi- 
ness that he had transacted for her. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 30.—[Special.]}— 
Little is known in this city regardmg Mrs. 
Annie C. Wiibur. She came to Washington 
about fourteen months ago from Connecticut, 
accompanied by Miss Gussie Stapeéling, 
whom she introduced .as her daughter 
by a.former marriage. Mrs. Wilbur 
would scarcely be called a leader: of 
fashion during her stay in Wash- 
ington, even if she did on various occasions 
entertain-members of the diplomatic corps. 
She occupied the house on Fifteenth street 
in which Gen. Sherman formerly 'ived, and 
advertised a preparation, of which she was 
avent, for developing the female form. About 
two months agoshe gaveup ber house and 
went to New York. 


GivEN AN EXTREMELY BLACK RECORD 


Latham, Alias Bowen, and Hig Life in Chi- 
catco—Namerous Wives and Sweethearts. 
James F.: Latham, who was arrested in 

New York Friday on a telegram from the 

Chief of Police of Chicago, will be brought 

back by Detective Plunkett, who has gone to 

New York for that purpose. He is wanted 

for victimizing-a fair widow, Mrs. Anna C. 

Wilbuy, Whose acquaintance with the fasci- 

nating Latham cost her $1,250. 

Latham was known in Chicagoas H.-A. 
Bowen. He claimed to be a physician and a 
son of Judge Bowen of Kentucky. The 
police give Lataam a bad record. 

He was a man of good address and prac- 
ticed his arts usually upon people in good 
society who would not readily appeal to the 
police, preferring to pocket their losses and 
chagrin rather than court ridicule. Women 
were his easiest victims and unlimited 
as to number or habitation. He is 
said to have a wife in Batimore, 
another in Washington, D. C., and a third 
in Chicago, and if he escapes the penalty of 
the law in this case he may pot tind it so 
easy on acharge of bigamy. Latham came 
here from Washington, D.C. Heis said to 
have killed*a man named Thomas Winnen 
there, for which aeed an indictment ror mur- 
der is still hanging over him. His mother 
lives there, and so did Mrs. Wilbur, the 
aforesaid widow. at the time she accommo- 
dated Latham with $1,250. Aiter winning 
her confidence as the psuedo son of Judge 
Bowen of Kentucky,.to whose estate he 
claimed to be sole heir, he borrowed $500 on 
A promissory note. He afterwards obtained 
2750 more. Latham repreésented to her that 
he owned several valuable pieces of proper- 
ty. including a $64,000 savitarium in Chicago. 

Mrs. Wiibur followed Latham to Vhicago 
and discovered that he was a fraud, but she 
continued to receive his attentions. She has 
“made ber home at No. 2242 Wabash avenue. 
Across the street, at No. 2241 Wabash ave- 
nue, lives Miss Agnes Du Ross, who is di- 
rectly the cause of Lathdm’s failing into the 
clutches of the law. He had promised two 
marry her and failed to keep his word. But 
he took her into his confidence entirely, ana 
told her that he was “working” tke “rich 
widow” and would geta neat sum out of 
her. If necessary he had a scheme to 
take the widow out riding and 
get her valuables from her by 
force. Miss Du Ross went across 
the street to the Hotel Gresham and told the 
Widow all about it. The two women - then 
went to the Chief of Police with their story, 
but Latham had scented trouble and fled 
from the city, 

Latham had a real-estate office at No. 159 
La Baile street with man named Fred 
Moon, who is now in New York. He dis- 
posed of his office furmiture a week ago to a 
lawyer in thé Montauk Block. Mrs. Latham, 
his Chicago wife, lives at No. 498 West Lake 
street wita their little daughter. It was she 
who inadvertently gave the police Latham’s 
New York address. It is surmised tnat 
Latham’s purpose in opening an office was to 
work among Board of Trade men in notes, 
title deeds, and bills of sale, but it does not 
appear that he did much of this business. 

Latham has a. wife at No. 493 West Lake 
street. Not long ago Latham had an office at

Sev- 
eral school-teachers and pupijs of the publie 
schools and State Normal are also ill. So far 
as‘can be learned not a single dangerous case 
has so far been reported. 

Fort Dongs, [a., Dec, %.—[Special. |— 
There are now forty well developed cases of 
‘la grippe’’ in Northern Iowa. No fatalities 
have yet been reported, and in most instances 
the disease is of amild type. Physicians re- 
port numerous cases of influenza, bus only a 
few cases are thought to be of the Russian 
variety. 

Winona, Minn., Dec. 30.—[Special, }—The 
influenza has broken out almost simulite- 
neously in this city and La Crosse. At the 
latter place the only severe case is that of 
ex-Supervisor Jacobson of Philadelphia, who 
was there on business. In this city only a 
few mild cases are reported by physicians, 
but they say conditions are favorabie for tne 
rapid spread of the disease .throughout the 
community. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ll, Dee. 30.—[Special. }—Cit- 
izens here sre at last enjoying the Russian 
influenza. “La grippe” does not respect 
even Dr. Rauch and tackles its victims right 
before his watchful eye. A number of well- 
developed cases are reported, bur none have 
yet proved fatal. 

KALAMAZOO, Mich., Dec. 30.—[Special. ]— 
The first case of influenza in this city was re- 
ported today, the patient being H. E. Warner, 
atraveling man.

ed 18 years, living at No. 707 Kast 
Nineteenth street. Assistant City Physician 
Richards pronounced the disease as influenza, 
which developed into acute pneumonia. 

SALINA, Kas., Dec. 30.—There are 500 
cases of influenzain this city. The disease 
has spread rapidly during the last few days 
and in several instances. whole families are 
afflicted. 

MONTREAL, Que., Dee. 30.—inquiries made 
by officials of the Board of Heaith Saturday 
failed to discOver a sineile case of influenzain 
Montreal. Today nearly every medical prac- 
titioner in the city reports having some cases 
under treatment. Leading doctors agree 
that the disease is the torm of influenza 
which has been epidemic in Russia and the 
rest of Europe. 

BERLIN, Dec. 30.—The statistics show a 
great increase in ail maladies attendant upon 
the influenza. For the third week in Decem- 
ber there were thirty-seven deaths from 
laryngitis, 122 from inflammation of the 
lungs, and ten from pleurisy. Dahno, the au- 
thor, is ill at Bresiau. Half the police of 
Mayence are affected. There are thousands 
of cases at Stuttgart, at Augsburg, ena at 
Cologne. Thereis no abatement in the se- 
verity of the disease at Vienna, where there 
have been many deaths from pneumonia. 
the Archduke Karl Ludwig and his grand- 
son have each had the disease. 

Paris, Vee. 30.—M. Rothschild has pre- 
sented 100,000 francs to the municipality to be 
deyoted to the reliefof the poor of Paris 
afflicted with influenza. The weather is now 
fine. ‘There were 342 deaths in Paris today 
from ali causes, against 414 yesterday. There 
were twenty-two deaths in the Rue Bruot 
alone today. 

Lonpon, Dec. 31.—Influenza of a virnient 
type is raging in Birmingham. 

ToLepo, O., Dee. 30.—Fuly 5,000 persons in 
this city are victims of “la grippe.” Nearly 
the entire number have been seized with the 
disease during the last twenty-four hours. 
The malady 1s rapidly spreading.

CaHar.eston, 8. C., Dec, 80.—[Special.]— 
The colored peopie are actively at work in 
their efforts to bring the mob who shot the 
eight prisoners at Barnwell Saturday to jus- 
tice. They will meet in Columbia Thursday, 
and will then prepare a plan of action. They 
will send a delegauon to the Governor, and 
will do everything in theif power to see that 
proper punishment is meted out to we law- 
breakers. When the next court neets they 
say they will have such evidence on hand 
that the grand jury of Barnwell County will 
be compelied to bring indictments. 

A prominent colored man in talking today 
said that tuey bad the best detectives in the 
land at work in ferreting out the members 
of the murderous mob. He referred to the 
colored cooks who have peculiar means of 

ining information in nearly évery family 
fn the country. Ag soon as evidence is se- 
cured warrants wifl be sworn out and iIndict- 
ments will be issued for murder.. Then tne 
best legal talent in the United States will be 
employed and a strong fight will be made 
for the conviction of every member of the 
mob. The Governor will instruct the Attor- 
ney Genera) to assist in the prosecution, and 
collecwons \vill be taken up in every colored 
church of the State to defray the expenses 
of the counsel. 

The negrovs claim that they already . have 
evidence sufficient to convict several prom- 
inent men of the county.

He said the company. paid State Senator 

Frank Gillette. from Kingman $400 and on 

another occasion $150 to: nfimence iéxislation. 

Representative J. R. Burton of Abilene, he 

sail, the company gave four or five notes of 

$500 each, which Burton deposited in the 
bank of Topeka for collection, and #081 was 
paid and indorsed thereon. The notes were 
signed by the witness and by tne President 
of the company. His remarkable statement 
was qualified by saying the notes were not 
binding upon tue company.

COLLAPSE OF A BUILDING IN 8~ LOUIS. 


The New Academy of Musie in Ruins—One 
Man Fatally Injured. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 30.—[Special.]—The 
new Academy of Music on Fourteenth street 
and Washingtcn avenue collapsed at 10 
o’clock this morning. Over 100 men were 
working on the structure at the time. and 
their escape from a borrible death was little 
short of a miracie. Witliam Teliford, a tin- 
ner, was fatally injured and one man is said 
to be under the wreck, thodgh this is dis- 
pated. The site was recently occupied by a 
cyclorama building owned by three Chicago 
men—Messrs. Granville 8. Ingraham, 
Thomas Patterson, and Andrew J. Cum- 
mings. It was called the Giobe Panorama 
company. About two years ago this com- 
pany bought the ground and decitied to trahs- 
form the cyclorama building into a modern 
office building and theater. George C. Guern- 
sey, a Chicago architect, Made the plans. 
Defective coustruction caused the crash. 

The first wall to go down wasa@ nine inch 
tile wall in the center of the building. This 
wali was one of the principal supports of 
that part of the building and it was anable 
to stana the strain. Whenit collapsed the 
weight of the tiles falling upon the joists of 
the third age broke them and they pulled 
the eastern tile wall with them. The mass 
of material crushed in the second floor and 
went down clear to the cellar, The roof, too, 
being left wittiout a middie support, fell in. 
When the center tile wall gave way there 
were three or four roofers engaged on the 
top of the building, and they were precipi- 
tated with the rvof down as far as the débris 
went. As the material extended up to the 
second story, when it settled the men’s fall 
was consequently only two stories. Several 
workmen who were working un the mansard 
roof when the collapse took plece ran along 
the narrow cornice with great haste to the 
southern end of the building, where, by 
meatus of a ladder, they were Gnablea to get 
out-of the way of danger. Of the three men 
who fel! from the top 4 satisfactory account 
of only two could be obtained after the acci- 
dent. The damage is estimated at $30,000.

Officer Lamb Finds a Namber of Cattle 
Shipped to This Market for Food That 
Is Fit Only for the Rendering Tank— 
Several Hundred Press-Feeders Go Out 
on Strike—That Troabie Over the New 
Lake Tunnel. 


“The beef-eating people of this city shall nave 
protection from this clique that is attempting to 
get diseased meat on our market, even if I have 
to call on the police and go out to the Stock- 
Yards myself,” said Health Inspector Wicker- 
sham yesterday. 

The doctor was in earnest. He sawed the air 
with his arms and pounded his right fist into the 
palm of the left with great force. “Iamin ear- 
nest in this matter. When I came here tne one 


party was given | ™an in the department, Inspector Lamb, who is 


competent to handle the Stock-Yards people and 
detect diseased beef, was not at the Stock-Yards 
at all, but over here on Fulton street, with inex- 
perienced men at the yards, Upon receipt of the 
first rumor that diseased cattle were being sent 
in I sent Lamb out to the yards and put him in 
charge. Since then half a dozen attempts have 
been made to have him removed, and after each 
attempt had resulted in a failure lumpy-jawed 
cattle were unloaded out there. I say, and I say 
it deliberately, dark work has been attempted 
out there. Some people need watching out 
there, and I shall see that they are watched. Dur- 
ing the middie of the week anothér attempt was 
made to have Lamb removed. I at once became 
suspicious, and resolved to send for Lamb anda 
instruct him to look sharp. That night he called 
on me and reported that 109 cattle, some of 
which were diseased, had been received at the 
yards and driven to Hess’ slaughter-house. 
‘Lamb,’ I said, ‘I trust you implicitly. Cull out 
the entire force of inspectors if you need them, 
but watch those cattle and do nog lét a pound es- 
cape. I will place Capt. Danforth’s police at 
your dispesal, and in the morning, if/ necessary, 
I will ,come outand aid you personally.’ My 
opinion now is that it was a bold attempt to get 
that meat on our market, and if it is necessary 
linvite the State board on to combat; but the 
people of Chicago must be protected from eating 
that vile, rogten, stinking, diseased flesh, and 1l’m 
the man that means to protect them ”’ 

Inspector Lamb has made a report of the case 
to the Commissioner as follows: 

* Friday morning last there arrived at the Union 
Stock-Yards 109 cattle with tags on them, in 
charge of a State officer. They were put in Di- 
vision A, Block 9%, pens 9, 10. 20, 21, 29, and 30. 
The cattle were driven out the same evening at 
5 o'clock to Hess Brothers’ siaughter-house, cor- 
ner Wallace and Fortieth streets, still in charge 
of State officers. Two of the eattle wete crip- 
pled and were killed that night; sixty-nine were 
killed Saturday and thirty-eight Sunday. Seven- 
teen of those carcasses of beef I condemned as 
unfit for human food. I have two officers on 
duty-at the siaughter-house, with orders to have 
the carcasses put in the rendenng tank. Re- 
spectfully, MatTrT LAMB.” 

In speaking of the case Lamb said: “ Thurs- 
day last McChesney of the State Live Stock 
Board was arouna the yards,and as I knew 
there were cattie in Peoria under quarantine I 
was on the alert. Sure enough the cattle came 
early Friday morning. John McDonali, an 
agent of the State board, was there, and they 
were in charge of Secretary Johnson. They 
were tagged, as though stillin quarantine, and 
wheo I interfered I was told to not bother 
myself; that the cattle being looked 
after by the State’s officers. The same 
evening they were driven out of 
the pens, and I asked if an order had been issued 
allowing them out, ‘Yes, Mo@bhesney is with 
them,’ was the reply.

PRESS FEEDERS OUT ON A STRIKE, 


“ 


Many Printing Houses Embarrassed for a 
Time—Demand of the Union. 

The press-feeders in @ number of the large 
printing houses struck for higher wages yester- 
day and went out in abody. A week ago a com- 
mittee of the feeders waited on their employers 
and informed them that they desired an increase 
of $1.50 per week all round, and gave the firms 
until Monday at 3 p. m. to decide whether the de- 
mand would be granted or not. It was not 
granted, and about 300 feeaers prémptly quit 
work atthe hour named and went out on the 
street to talk over the situation. 

A majority of the strikers are young men from 
18 to 20 years old, with some not more than 16 
years, anda few men who have. been unable to 
rise any higher in the trade than a feeder, which, 
as arule,is the stepping-stone to becoming a 
pres#man, 

Forty feeders went out from Rand, McNally & 
Oo.’s, about the same number from Donohue & 
Henneberry’s, thirty from R. R. Donnelley & 
Son’s, and twenty-five from Poole Bros.’ From 
ten to fifteen leftsome dozen or so other firms 
and effectually stopped the progress of work in 
each of the printing-rooms, for none of the press- 
men would take the place of the feeders. The 
strike therefore operated in forcing out all the 
pressmen, who could do no-‘work without the feed- 
ers. Until the firms affected can secure new 
hands the presses 1n all the large establishments 
must remain idle at a serious loss aud inconven- 
ience to the owners and those having work done. 
It is estimated that about 400 feeders belong to 
the union. 

Mr. Andrew McNally said in regard to the 

strike that it was probably due toafew hot 
heads among the older men who had induced the 
boys and young men to “‘try their strength.” 
The wages paid were $9 per week, which was con 
sidered good pay, as the work was light and not 
requiring much skill. Their Gemand for extra 
pay had not been considered atall. Mr. Mc- 
Nally thought the strike would be of short dura- 
tion, as there were plenty of young men and boys 
to be had who would only too glad to accept a 
position at $9 per week, and tind an op- 
portunity to work up in a business that 
would pay them #821 to 8 per week, 
which was what a pressman got. Steps 
had been taken, he said, to secure a few expe- 
rienced hands at once from neighboring cities, 
who would be portioned out to those firms most 
in need of aid, and new hands would be taken on 
and taught how to feedapress as fast as the 
right kind of young men and boys applied. 
A largely attended meeting of the strikers was 
held last night on Milwaukee avenue, at which 
speeches were made by the leaders ufging-the 
feeders to hold out, that their places could not 
be filled, and the bosses would have to come to 
terms. 


NEW WATHER-WORKS TUNNEL, 


Will the Boring Have to Be Through Rock 
or Clay? 
Whether the new water-works tunnel is to be 
bored through clay as originally planned by Mr. 
Roche or cut through solid rock is not yet deter- 
mined. The situation at the intermediate cais- 
son, where the shaft is being sunk to allow work 
in both directions, is much the sgme as given by 
Gen. Fitz-Simons in THE TRIBUNE of the 25th 
inst. Then it looked as though the shaft was 
nearly at the bottom of the stratum of silt and 
work was pushed for three days, but, like a crab, 
it progressed backward Saturday and Sunday. 
Friday night, when the workmen were within 
six inches of the bottom of the silt stratum, the 
pumps gave out, and yesterday instead of six 
inches the distance through was four feet, the 
shaft baving filled up that much while the pumps 
were idle. It will take several days to recover 
the ground thus lost. 
Nothing has’ occurred,. however, Gen. Fitz- 
Simons said last night, to make it at all certain 
that the stratum of clay between the silt and the 
rock will do for tunnel building. 
As to the extra costto the city of the tunnel 
if rock voring is required. Gen. Fitz-Simons 
figured out that it would be $48),000 if the tunnel 
was bored entirely through rock. A provision 
against encountering rock was insertei in che 
original contract, but Gen. Fitz-Simons says the 
figure is extremely low, and that no contractor 
would ever have made such a bidif he had 
thought he would encounter rock. When build- 
ing the Fullerton avenue conduit fifteen years 
aco, Gen. Fitz Simons said he was compelled to 
bore through 1,800 feet of rock, the formation be- 
ing practically the same as at the new tunnel. 
He received no extra pay, however, as no allow- 
ance had been made in the contract for rock 
work. 
The Fitz-Simons-Connell company has only 
the sub-centract from Onderdonk for building 
the caisson and the d sinking the shafts. 
The tunnel work suaber wili be done by Onder- 
donk, who uaderbid the Fitz-Simons-Conneil 
company some $150,000 on the entire contract. 
Two City Inspectors ure at The shaft night and 
day to decide when the proper depth is reached, 
and the contractors have nothing to do with that 
question.

THEY WERE GIVEN THEIR FREEDOM. 


Bruno Eberling and Mrs. sautwill Re- 
leased from the County Jail 

Bruno Eberling, held by the Coroner's jury for 
alleged guilty knowledge of the murder of Max 
Mantwill, was discharged from custody by Supe 
Grinnell yesterday on a writ of habeas us, 
As @ precaution to secure his appearance in 
court if wanted as a witness his personal recog- 
nizance 1n the sum of $1,000 was taken. 

Judge Grinnell went over to the Criminal 
Court at 10 o’clock to hear érguments on the writ. 
He had evidently made uphis mind that there 
was nothing in the evidente taken before the 
Coroner's jury. to justify the commitment of 
Eberiing, and State’s Attorney Longenecker, 
after reading the transcript, came to the same 
conclusion and announced*that he would not op- 
pose the petition. He asked that Eberling's 
recognizance be taken, however, for the stated 
reason, and the court acqdiesced. J. S. Beck- 
ington, Eberling’s attorney, thought such @ pro- 
ceeding might leave a clou@ on his client's repu- 
tation, but the court expressed a different view, 
incidentally treading on the toes of the Coroner's 


ury. 

‘*The verdict of the jury doesn’t mean any- 
thing,” he said. “As a judicial body it thought 
there was ground for suspicion against him, 
though it was a poor ground, and hejld him. The 
State ought to have every assistance and in re- 
quiring his recognizance it is only because as@ 
witness he may be able to give some informa- 
tion.”” 

In answer to Judge Grinnell’s query the State's 
Attorney said that there was no more excuse for 
holding Mrs. Mantwill, wife of the murdered 
man, and she also was reléased on her own re- 
cognizance in the same amount. She went at 
once to get her children, who have been cared 
for by a friend on the West Side, and took them 
back to her Pleasant stréet home. 


THEIR CHILDREN SPIKITED AWAY. 


A Preacher Charged with Abduction by the 
Parents. 

A warrant was issued by Justice Scully yester- 
day for the arrest of the Rev. M. B. Van Arsdale, 
General Superintendent of the American Educa- 
tional Aid Association, with an office at No. 230 
La Salle street, on the charge of abduction. The 
complainant is James McCoomes, a barber of 
No, 126% North Market street, and in his 
complaint he says that last 
Coomes with his wife and three children 
were living at Joliet. Getting out of work and 
becoming destitute he was unable to provide for 
his family. May9the McCoomes came to this 
city to seek employment, and left their children 
with the Rev. J. J. Walters, a minister of Joliet, 
until they could pooper provide for them. May 
29 Mr. Walters delivered the children to the Rev. 
M. B. Van A&rsdale, with the stipulation that they 
were not to be separated. ; 

When the McCoomes secured work again, they 
applied to Mr. Walters for their children, and he 
referred them to Mr. Van Arsdale. The latter 
when usked to deliver up the children declared 
that he had not possession of them, nor would 
he teli the parents where their childrén were. 
He wrote Mrs. McCoomes on one occasion in re- 
sponse to her inquiry, and said the children were 
provided with good homes, but he refused to 
state where they were located, saying he did not 
wunt them removed. 

Two weeks ago a writ of habeas corpus issued 
by Judge Tuley was served on Mr. Van Arsdale, 
demanding the surrender of the children. The 
return of the writ showed that Mr. Van Arsdale 
cid not then have rossession of the children. 

Repeated appeals of Mr. and Mrs. McCoomes 
ruving failed to induce Mr. Van Arsdale to re- 
veal the whereabouts of their children, they now 
swear out a warrant for his arrest on a charge of 
abduction,

An Investigation at Last to Be Made at the 
Du Pace County Poorhouse. 

A proper investigation is finally to be made of 
the grave charges brought against the manage- 
ment of. the insane department of the Du Page 
County Poorhouse. Efforts that were made to 
induce the County Board of Supervisors to take 
some action in the matter proved to be appeals 
spoken in deat ears, 

The State Board of Public Charities has now 
taken up the case. Assistant Secretary J. W. 
Whipp visited the poorhouse, and has made a re- 
portto the President, the Rev. C. G. Trusdell, 
the major part of which is so revolting 1n jts 
revelations as to be unfit for print. An exa mip. 
ing board has been sppointed upon the streng 
of this report.. The members of this commission 
will proceed to Wheaton next Thursday and 
begin taking evidence. 

Mr. Whipp in his report says that the inmates 
suffered greatly from the cold, not because of 
any defect in the heating apparatus, but simply 
for want of fuel. This is true of all departments 
of the poorhouse., No provision is made for the 
proper separation of the sexes. The cells occu- 
pied by the insane were simply piain boxes lined 
with zing, and were found to be in an indescrib- 
able condition of filth. 

Mr. Whipp says his own clothing is still con- 
taminated with the sickening odors of the place. 

ree women and one man are confined in this 
place night apd day. The women had been al- 
lowed to remain nude, byt since the recent news- 
paper exposé they have been clothed. but the 
clothing wasina filthy condition. There is no 
female attendant to care for these women. They 
are bathed ana attended to by men. 


HAD TOO MANY MOUTHS TO FEED. 


Andrew Kuackstedt Kills Himself in a Fit 
of Insanity. 

Andrew Knackstedt, a German fisherman liv- 
ing at the corner of Ewing avenue and Ninety- 
eighth street in Colehour, threatened his wife 
with death and then killed himself yesterday 
morning. He was in poor health and had been 
subject to spells of insenity for nearly three 
years.. He had ten children and could not earn 
enough money to decently feed and clothe them, 
even when the fish were biting well. Lately the 
fishing has been poor. Knackstedt gave up. his 
lines and tried nets, but had no better luck. 

He was moody and disconsolate all day Sun- 
day and went to bed with a severe headache. As 
soon as he got up in the morning he began to act 
like a crazy man. He declared he would kill all 
the children, and started to the woodshed for an 
ax. Then he took the rusty, old revolver that 
had been lying untouched in a bureau-drawer 
for several years and pointed it at. his wife. She 
ran out of the house and hurried to the South 
Chicago Polive Station for an officer. 

While she was gone Knackstedt put the mus- 
zle of the revolver into his mouth and pulled 
the trigger. The bullet took an upward course 
and passed out through the top of his head. 
Death instantly resulted. : 
Deputy Coroner McSwain heid an inquest in 
the afternoon, and a verdict in accordance with 
the facts was returned.

American Institute of Bible Literatare. 

“To furnish aid toward the more general and 
accurate knowledge of the Scriptures; every- 
thing that bears directly on the subject of the 
Bible will be included witnin the scope of its 
work... Its aim will be to encourage the philolog- 
ical, hterary, historical, and exegetical study of 
the Scriptures by means of such instrumentalities 
as shall be found practicable. In accordance 
with this aim the work of the institute will in- 
clude the study of the Biblical Hebrew; and 
Greek, languages cognate to the Hebrew, as 
Syriae, Assyrian. Arabic, the Bible in the original 
tongues and in the ancient versions. the Septua- 
gint and Vulgate, the Bible, both Old and, New 
Testaments in English, Biblical literature, 
history, and theology.’ 

This formidable docume#t contains a state- 
ment of the objects of the American Institute of 
Sacred Literature, with headquarters at New 
Haven. Prof. W. R. Harper of Yale College was 
at the Sherman House yesterday and organized 
a local board for the establishment of a summer 
school. The board elected these officers: FPresi- 
dent, W. C. Roberts, President of the Lake For- 
est Seminary; Vice-President, S. L Curtiss of 
the Chicago Theological Seminary; Secretary, 
C. M. Stuartof the same institution: and J. L. 
Houghtaiing. a layman. Most,of the professors 
of the theological seminaries in and around Chi- 
cago were present. 

There was some discussion as to the location 
of the school. Most of the professors: favored 
Evanstonsbut A. W. Patten of Aurora offered a 
guarantee fund of $1,000 in behalf of the Lake 
Biuff company if the latter place was selected.

Will Fit the Piace of Strikers. 

About twenty-five gripmen inall have been 
sent from the North Side cable road to take the 
places of the strikers at Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burg. Of this number about eighteen are dis- 
charged gripmen who have been hanging around 
the “limits” barn. Nearly all of these men were 
those who displaced the North Side road strik- 
ers, but have since been dropped. One of the 
leaders of that celebrated strixe, who was 
dropped as soon as he could be spared after the 
settiement of the trouble, was yesterday offered 
a good berth in Philadeiphia if he would go there 
in the present juncture. He refused, notwith- 
standing he had been out of work a long time. 

Of the union of the North Side street-car men, 
which locked horns with Yerkes a year ago, 
nothing now remains. The strike ended its ex- 
istence, but the bitter union feeling resulting 
from that struggle still prevails, and the old men 
speak with the utmost contempt of the gripmen 
who are going to take the places of Eastern 
strikers. 


To Commemorate Gen. Jackson’s Birthday. 
Henry C. Mitchell has issued a notice of an en- 
tertainment at Central Music-Hall Jan. 8 by the 
Andrew Jackson’ League, on which occasion ex- 
Gov. J. Proctor Knott, Henry Watterson, and 
Judge Patton of Ohio will speak. Judge Patton 
held the office of District Attorney of the State 
of Pennsylvania under Jackson’s Aaministra- 
tion, when only 23 years of age, and today is the 
only living person who held office under Gen. 
Jackson. He is now in his seventy-ninth year. The 
proceeds uf the entertainment will be sent to 
the Ladies’ Hermitage Association of Nashville, 
Tenn., for the purpose af beautifying the last 
resting-place.of Gen. Jackson. ‘1 would there- 
fore respectfully urge and request,’’ says Mr. 
Mitchell, “that the 8th day of January, 1890, be 
made a holiday in the City of Chicago. and that 
all placés of business be closed upon that mem- 
orable day, that the employés of the different 
branches of business may be given an opportun- 
ity to participate in the réceptjon that ig to be 
given in honor of the distinguished visitors.”

MAYOR CREGIER’S “NEW YORK PLAN.” 

It is stated that Mayor Cregier and his new 
Superintendent of Police intend, if the Coun- 
cil will let them, to reconstruct the Police 
Department on what they call “the New 
York plan.” JYhe way of running depart- 
ments in New York 1s to put on. as many of- 
hceehoiders as the amount of money which 
can be extorted from the’ taxpayers will per- 
mit and to add to their number and increase 
their pay when the assessor is abie to find a 
littie more money for the tax collector to 
seize. 

The necessity for.the introduction of the 
-New York pian, in the eyes of Mayor Cre- 
gier, is that it will enabie him to give to 500 
disconsolate Democratic toughs for whom no 
provision has yet been made at the public 
crib places as patroimen. If the force is thus

men who can satisfy hizzouer that hey will 
“work” for him if he wants to be reéiected 
or if he tries to get some bigger office. 

The pretext for this prcposed increase of 
the force by 500, which is now about 1,600 
strong, is that area, not population, should 
_ be looked at; that as the area of this city is 
greater than that of New York or Phila- 
delphia it should have more @olice officers. 
As the area of the Town of Jefferson is 
greater than that of the North Side it shouid 
on that basis.have more patrolmen than the 
North Side. Yet Jefferson has 15,000 people 
nud the North Side 150,000, The pretext is 
therefore absurd. More places are wanted 
for partisan heelers. That is all. 

If the Mayor and his new Superintendent 
wanted to increase the efficiency of the 
force, and not its cost, they would call out 
the reserves. They would order the police- 
men who now spend their time in gambling- 
hells, in the saloons, and in the brothels to 
shoulder their clubs and get to their beats. 
They would order back to duty the men who 
spend mostof theirtime in conducting tne 
camps of the Clan-ne-Gael. 

But they want more men on the pay-rolls 
to eat taxes and electioneer for Cregier. Tv 
do that there must be half a million more 
money for tne Police Department. Where is 
it tocome from? Not from the general tax 
fund, for there are other demands on it 
which cannot bedisregarded. Not from the 
school fund, much as the Democrats wouid 
like to plunder it. It is most likely therefore 
that tne Mayor and his advisers have decided 
to add another hundred dollars to saloon li- 
censes. Ifso, they deserve credit for the 
easy manper in which they can raise money. 
It not, Toe Tripung gives them the sug- 
gestion for nothing. Itis the only way they 
can find the funds to carry out their *‘ New 
York plan” of mialtiplying partisan tax- 
eaters. 

There are 4,500 saloons in Chicago. A hun- 
dred dollars extra paid by. each makes 
$450,000, which will cover the pay of between 
400 and 500 patrolmen. The saloons, which 
are cradies and nurseries of Democracy, 
should not object to the small advance. The 
men who will be appointed will be ‘* Demo- 
crats,’’ made by them, patrons of theirs, and 
still supported by them. They are at pres- 
ent a dead weight on tne liquor-sellers. If 
made patrolmen the bulk of their pay will go 
to the saloons. They will be on duty 
there much of the time. 
be the uniformed drummers of the places. 
If aman does not pay for his drinks they 
will make him. If he kicks up arow they 
will yank him into the station. As the 
greater part of the criminal business of the 
city is furnished from these Democratic 
saloons it is only right the patrolmen should 
stay around these party seminaries and look 
after their interests, and of course those in- 
stitutions should pay the expense of it. 

If Mayor Cregier and his advisers will 
double the saloon tax they can raise a mill- 
10n and ‘a half more revenue, which will ena-

Mayor will have 1,600 more plates to fill, 
Theat will give him for some months an abun- 
dance of the kind of work he so dearly loves 
—giving tough Democrats a chance to live 
without work at public expense, If the 
Mayor and his friends do not increase the 
saioon licenses they cannot man tne police 
force, unless they disband the Health De- 
partment, let the streets go still dirtier, crip- 
ple the Fire Department, or steal from some 
of the trust funds. 


AN EMPTY RIVER AND GORGED STREETS, 
Those’ Aldermen who, influenced by the 


purest of motives (?), are in favor of the 
leasing of the Lake-Front for ninety-nine 
years at a@ nominal rental to a private snap 
syndicate telithe people that if this is done 
vessels will not, enter the river, and the 
bridge nuisance will be abated. 

Even if this were true, which it is far 
from being, 1t would merely mean the-cast- 
ing out of one devil that seven more might 
enter in. Ald. Dunham, who knows sorme- 
thing about the river, calls attention to the 
consequences of closing it to vessels and 
making the Lake-Front the distrmbuting 
point of all the freight shipped here. A 
| million and a half tons of coal reacb the 
city by lake yearly, and are dumped at 
various points along the North and South 
Branches. The coal is then teamed 
the consumers from hundreds of points, 
along as many streets, d no one is incon- 
venienced. But if ali this coal is dumped on 
the Lake-Front it will have to be teamed 
thence to other points, and the streets vorth 
of Twelfth, between the South Branch and 
the lake, already taxed nearly to their full 
capacity, will become a solid mass of teams. 
The cabie and horse car tracks might as well 
be torn up, for no cars will be able to run on 
them. The tens of thousands who come 
downtown daily will bave to leave the cars 
at the.outskirts of the business @istrict and 
go the rest of the way on foot. “Which is 
the worst,” says Ald. Dunham, **to wait at 
'& bridge while a boat passes ioaded with 3,000 
tons of coal or to wait for the passage of 1,500 
teams loaded with that same coa!?’’ 

What will be true of coal wil: be’ true of 
lumber and the vasg amount of generai mer- 
chandise received here. What is true of 
freight coming in will be also true of freight 
going out. Atpresentthe grain and other 
articles shipped are picked up by vessels at 
scores of points alone the river ahd branches. 
With the stream closed all these goods 
would have to be teamed to the Lake-Front, 
and there would not be room enough in the 
streets for this enormous traffic.

WHY CULVER ACTED 80 ON THE JURY. 

Tur TRIBUNE stated the other day that one 
theory which seemed best to explain the ex- 
truordinary conduct of Juror Culver was 
that he desired to serve on the jury in order 
that he might save the lives of ail the de- 
fendants regardless of their guilt and secure 
the liberty of as many of them as possible, 
This theory best explained the fact that he 
managed to run the gantlet of the questions 
of the prosecution and of the defense which 
had knocked out so many talesmen. It must 
be admitted that not one man in a thousand 
could have made the skillful responses Cul- 
ver did unless he had himself perfectly in 
hand and was determined to serve and that 
none of his replies should be made the basis 
of a challenge for cause by either side. 

The account of what actually occurred in 
the jury-room, published in Sunoday’s Trip- 
UNE, makes the theory referred to above 
seem a certainty, The whole’ conduct of 
Cuiver from the moment he was summoned 
to that when he was discharged becomes 
clear and consistent only on the assumption 
that he was determined to get on the jury to 
save the’ necks of certain guilty men and 
secure freedom or a short punishment for 
others, and that he did not intend the 
guiltiest of ‘the tive should be given more 
than fourteen years. But for the pressure 
brought to bear on him by sons of his fellow- 
jurors he would probably have stuck un 
faltering|ly to this program, 

Nobody can have a word to say in defense 
of the morality of such conduct. His course 
was not probably inspired by ‘boodie,” but 
wherein did it differ from that which would 
have been pursued bya “fixed” juror had 
there beeu one on the jury?; Had Culver 
been paid $25,000 instead’of not receiving a 
cent he could not have been a more effective 
assistant of the counsel for the defense in 
their attempts to thwart the course of 
justice. .They were paid for their services. 
Culver was‘probably not. That is the only 
difference. 

It appears from what went on in the jury- 
room that Culver was from the outset hostile 
to the State,“and therefore had no business 
on the jury. Had he been less “ religious”’ 
arid nore moral he would bave perceived it. 
He was forced. by his associates to listen to 
the following questions, which were fired at 
him in close succession: 


Can you swear that you did not come into the 

jury-room prepared to force a disagreement? If 
not why did you disclose to a fellow-juror that 
you were prepared to discountin advance the 
evidence which the State might produce? Why 
did you in thé presence of two jurors assail Mrs. 
Conkiin’s character’ How can you explain your 
statement, made ten days before the trial, that 
you were a better juror for the State before you 
were accepted than at that time? Why did you 
tell another juror that you were prejudiced 
against the tate? How did you know before- 
hand that the Dallot Would stand eleven to one? 
How do you explain your statement to two 
jurors: “If the State.were murdered and I were 
puton trial for the murder I think I have said 
enough to convict me’? Why did you say that 
the jury system was cruel and that the State 
would suffér for treating you as the rest of the 
jury bas been treated?’ ill you swear that your 
verdict is uninfluenced by your expressed deter- 
mination .to sue the county for damages? 


It was after these interrogatories, which 


he has not yet answered, that he appealea to 


the Judge for ‘“‘protection.”’ He should have 
begged his pardon for the wrong he had com- 
mitted. by shoving bimseifon the jury. These 
pointed questions made Culver consent to 
the verdict of guilty, but it was impossible to 
get him tago further. 
lives of his pet asgassins and was able to 
save‘ them. 

The more the conduct of Culver is studied 
the more repulsive it seems. Every new 
fact that is brought out deepens the black 
tints of the picture. Ofall the jurors who 
ever drew pay from Cook County he seems to 
have been the one who dealt justice the 
heaviest blow, and in mitigation of whose 
conduct not one wora of apology can be said. 


MAJAH JONES PREACHING SECESSIONISM 
TO ILLINOIS DEMOCRATS. 

Is Majah Jones, editor of the St. Louis Re- 
public, trying to hatch a secession scheme in 
the Democratic counties on the Illinois side 
of the Mississippi ana in the region where 
the Majdh’s paper circulates! It would seem 
so, for he preaching regular Georgia se- 
cessionis oO the people of these counties 
with vigor, and trying to quote the Constitu- 
tions of illinois and the Federal Government 
to prove to them that they have aright to 
rebel and secede from this State whenever 
they see fit. The Majah declares that the 
Federal Constitution “guarantees to all 
* Americans the right to keep and bear arms 
‘“so that they can rebel when nevassary.”’ 
But according to the American doctrine of 
majority rule itis never necessary to rebel. 
The majority can amend or change the laws 
and Constitution of any State by a resort to 
the baliot-box whenever they see fit. 

While this peaceful remedy for grievances 
remains and the willof the people is the su- 
preme law there can be no pretext of justifi- 
cation for the majority,to resort to armed re- 
bellion against the minority. If the minority 
resorts to force the case is merely one of 
lawlessness and insurrection, and the insur 
gents must be putdown and punished. For 
that and otner purvoses the Constitution 
provides a militia. It the Majah will look at 
the Federal. Constitution again he will see 
that it affirms the right to bear arms because 
of “a well-reguiated militia being necessary 
to the security of a free State.’’ Arms are 
to be kept and a militia provided for the se- 
curity of the Staté against rebellionists and 
insurgents who will not respect the wil of 
the majority, but attempt to dismember the 
State or defy its laws.by force. The Majah 
must be thinking of his old favorite docu- 
ment, the Confederate Constitution adopted 
at Montgomery, Ala., if he supposes that. the 
provision securing the right to’ bear arms 
was not intended for the protection 6f the 
Government, but .to enable rebeliionists to 
make war on it at will,

FOOLISH TREATY DICKERING WITH IN- 
DIAN§ SHOULD STOP. 

The Cherokee Commission which was em- 
powered by Congress to negotiate for the 
‘Cherokee outley” strip of land has made 
its report showing the complete failure of 
ali its efforts, ang thatif was treated with 
disrespect and even insolence by the repre- 
sentatives of the Indian tribe. The ‘*squaw 
men” and half-breeds seemed to think them- 
selves representatives of an independent na- 
tion and under no obligation to display any 
regard for the rights or desires of the United 
States. Government or to treat the agents of 
the Government with ordinary courtesy such 
asa “civilized tribe” might be expected to 
exhibit. The truth 1s, that the cattle synaic- 
ates which are now in possession of the 
Cherokee outiet land under so-called leases 
from the so-called Cherokees are back of 
this action and have bribed the haif-breeds 
and “squaw men” (white cowboys with In- 
dian wives) to refuse to sell and prevent any 
perfection of title to the United States. The 
success of the cattle barons and their bought- 
up alhes in defeating an important negotia- 
tion and causing the United States to be 
treated with studied disrespect suggests that 
this is an opportune time for the Government 
to cease its weak and foolish practice of 
dealing with Indian tribes on the pow-wow 
doctrine, 

Years ago the Federal Supreme Court de- 
cided that an Indiag tribe in this country 
was not a foreign nation, and hence could not 
be contracted with by treaty, but that what- 
ever name Congress might give to agree- 
ments made with its Indian wards ana de- 
vendents ‘they remaimed mere regulations 
which could be altered and amended at any 
time. After this decision was rendered Con- 
gress passed an act deciaring that there- 
after no Indian tribe living in this countrv 
should be acknowledged or recognized as an 
independent nation or contracted with by 
treaty, but it saw fit to permit all agree- 
ments previously made to stand as though 
they were international compacts between 
sovereign powers! Yet whenever attempts 
have been made to purcpase lands from the 
Indians and break up useless reservations 
commissions have been gent to parley and 
hola pow- wows, and the tribes have been ied 
to suppose they were independent sovereign 
powers and could costrol lands within the 
territorial limits of this country as they saw 
fit, and might wholly deny the jurisdiction of 
the United States. 

The failure of the Cherokee Commission 
ought toend this absurd practice. The trouble 
in this instance comes really from the cawle 
syndicates and the white men who have mar- 
ried Indian wives and made themselves 
rulers and jeaders in the leading ‘‘civilized 
tribe ” in the Indian Territory, but it is time 
for Congress to declare that important poli- 
cies shall not depend upon the cansent of the 
Indians or the pleasure of the border whites 
who have wormed their way into the tribes 
only to misgovern and mislead them. The 
Cherokee. Commissioners poimtedly ask 
whether the * Cherokee Nation,” with laws 
made and administered by white men who 
are reaily United States citizens, has not be- 
come extinct by virtue of long-continued in- 
termarriage between the Indians and whites, 
ano inquire whether annuities and revenues 
should be divided between white United 
States citizens and full-blood Cherokees. 

Congress should make no further * trea- 
ties’? with the Indians and should regard 


_ those now : existing asin reality mere regu- 


lations to be altered or repealed at will.- The 
whole Indian Territory should be organized 
into one territory of the United States, and 
atter sufhcient land‘is allotted to the Indians 
in severaity a fair priee shouid be paid them 
for the unused portions, which shouid then 
be opened to white settlement and sold for 
what the lands will bring. No injustice 
should be done the Indians, but the Govern- 
ment cannot afford to permit bogus treaties 
to stand in the wayof opening that fine 
country to settlement and keep it in the pos- 
session of cattle syndicates which can con- 
tinue to bribe and buy up “ squaw men’”’ and 
baif-breeds for an indefinite period. 

The tribes of the Indian Territory should 
have a regular’Territorial Government, with 
the principal executive : officers appointed by 
the President and the Legisiature elected by 
the people in the usual manner. Congress 
should exercise supervision over all the 
legislation of the Territory, and its unoc- 
cupied lands should be ‘taken’ possession of 
by the United States and disposed of to set- 
tlers. The pow-wow or treaty method of 
dealing with the Indians should be abolished 
forthwith and never resumed. The Indians 
are mere wards of the Governinent and 
should be treated as such. Deal justiy with 
them, but putastop to the puerile treaty 
business. fe 


NOTHING TO RECOGNIZE, 
Shortly betore the recess Senator Morgan 
of Alabama offered the following resolution, 
upon which no action has yet been taken 


Resotved, By the Senate and’ House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America, in 
Congress assembled, that the United States of 
America congratulates the people of Brazi) on 
their just and peaceful assumption of the pow- 
ers, duties, and responsibilities of self-govern- 
ment, based upon the free consent of the gov- 
erned, expressed in their repudiation of mo- 
narchic rule and in their recent, adoption of a re- 
publican form of government; and that the 
United States of Braz)! 1 by this act recognized 
as a lawful and rightful government. 

And that said Republic is of right entitled to 
exercise and enjoy mternational comity and all 
the benefits of the laws of nations as a sovereign 
power: and the benefit of ali rights, privileges, 
and advantages under the existing treaties that 
were concluded between the United States of 
America and the late Empire of Brazil, and that 
this declaration of the state of the public views 
in the United States of America shall be noti- 
tied to the United States of Brazil by the Presi- 
dent, and that the President by his proclamation 
shall require the people and Government of this 
United States, and of the several States and ail 
persons in authority therein, to recognize the flag 


of the United States of Brazil as the flag of a . 


free, sovereign, and independent State. 

Democratic papers North and South bave 
ussailed Secretary Blaine and the administra- 
tion because they have not carried out the 
spirit of this unwise and premature resolu- 
tion and officiaily recognized the so-calied Re. 
public of.the United States of Brazil: In their 
haste to avail themselves of any pretext for 
malicious partisan criticism they have not 
stopped to consider that no such Govern- 
ment as the Republic of Brazil is  officiaily 
known, that no such States as the United 
States of Brazil are in existence, that the 
people of Brazil have not adopted a repub- 
lican. form of government, ‘ana that they 
have yot yet assumed “the powers, duties, 
and responsibilities gof self-government 
based upon the free consent of the gov- 
erned,”’ 

The only Government known to exist in 
Brazil is that of a mulitary dictatorship 
based upon a revolutionary coup  d’état. 
It is now a Government without a Constitu- 
tion, without a Legislature, and without any 
expression of the consent of the. governed. 
It was established by force and is maintained 
without any responsibility to the people. 
Beyond the existence of the dictator, 
Fonseca, who grabbed the reins of 
power, it is not known what con- 
stitutes the governing power, how 
far the army and navy are loyal to 
hor are we likely to know so long as an iron- 
clad Censorship is maintained over every ave- 
nue of information. Gen. Fonseca to ail ap- 
pearances is as absolute us the Czar of Rus- 
sia. He has been in power now nearly sixty 
days and has failed to submitany draft ofa 
Constitution, to order the elecuon of repre- 


it; or how far the people accept it, 


sentatives of the veople, or to ascertain the 


séntiments of the people by aplébiscite. His 
action remains unratified. Until the people 
elect delegates to a convention, and that con- 
vention frames a Constitution and proclaims 
a republic, and it is ratified bv the people, the 
Government of Brazil is the Government of a 
military dictator like Santa Anna and a 


dozen other military adventurers who have 


seized power by force among these Southern 
peoples. The power whic he exercises is 
exactiy the opposite of républican. Under 
the ‘Empire Brazil was a republic in every- 
thing but name; now the last vestige of re- 
publicanism is gone, and the Government is 
that of an irrespenasible, absolute military 
dictator. What then is there to recognize? 


THE FREIGHT BLOCKADE, 

The present glut of freight traffic on the 
principal railroads is such an unusual thing 
under the weather conditions of the recent 
pastas to excite widespread comment and 
numerous allegations to the effect that it is 
unnecessary. Ordinarily there is little cause 
for complaint unless the tracks are covered 
by deep snow, which needs to be removed 
before the trains can proceed, or when the 
weather is so intensely cold that the heat 
radiates from the locomotive so fast as to 
prevent the getting up of sufficient steam to 
draw its full allowance of freight. The coun- 
try has experienced neither of these, the 
lines being open for weeks past and the 
temperature abnormaily mild. Yet the 
pressure is claimed to be fully as great as 
ever before known, and is rather increasing 
than diminishing. Many of the railroads 
have added largely to their rolling stock 
during the year,now closing, but they are so 
far behind in responding to the cails made 
on them for cars that the Railroad Commis- 
sioners in some of the States have been ap- 
pealed to in the vain hope that they can force 
the aiffereut freight agents to accomplish 
the impossiple. 

The blockade seems to be in great part due 
to the holding of loaded cars for severaldays 
at and near the points of destination by re- 
ceivers who claim that they are tunable to 
unload promptly. The collection of a deten- 
tion charge has long been a rule in this city, 
as many of the grain receivers know to their 
cost, but it appears to be a new thing at the 
East, and loud outcries are made because 
some of the railroads have attempted it with- 
in the last few weeks, and the resu!ltisa 
modification of the schedules at first pub- 
lished. Severalof the New England roads 
have now agreed to give receivers of bulk 
freight ninety-six hours for free unloading, 
after which there will be a charge of three 
cents per ton per day for tne first five days 


| and alarger payment per day exacted in 


case of detention beyond that limit. 

These terms are much more reasonable 
than those insisted on to the grain trade in 
this city, and their publication may well 
raise the question if they could not be made 
the basis for a new line of policy which 
would tend to foster the business in Chicago 
instead of acting to lessen it as the present 
one does. The reasonable trader will not 
object to the levying of such charges as form 
a just equivalent for the use of cars beyond 
a specifiea time, but he is apt to grumble on 
finding himseif asked to pay much more than 
the vehicle could eara in the same time in 
the active service of its owners.

Tuere is an ordinance before the Council 
to give the railroads permission to run their 
trains through the city more rapidly than 
they Lave been hitherto permitted to do by 
law. It provides for dividing up the city 
into three zones, through the outermost of 
which trains may run thirty-five miles an 
hour, tifrough the middle one twenty miles, 
and through the innermost one ten miles, 
which is the present uniform theoretical rate 
of speed. The railroads say if this goes 
through they will make better time than 


-they have ‘been doing, to the great con- 


venience of thousands of suburbanites. This 
sounds weli, but the Aldermen, before they 
act, should see whether certain statements 
which have been made are correct. These 
are that the passage of this ordimance will 
not make a solitary train run faster; that 
the roads have long been defying. the 
law, apd running at rates of speed fully 
equal to those they ask for; and that they 
could not run any faster than they are now 
doing if they wanted to. Itis claimed fur- 
ther that the passage of the ordinance is de- 
sired only that the companies may lessen 
their hability for damages when they run 
over and kill people, which they do almost 
daily, as the Coroner’s recoras show. It 
would be well for them if they could show a 
jury that they were running ataiegal and 
not,-as now, at an illegal rate of speed. 
Everybody knows that the trains far exceed 
the ten-mile an hour limit. The Aldermen 
should find out how much they go beyond it, 
and have those facts before them when they 
pass on this ordinance. Would it not be 
well for the roads to put up their gate guards 
before asking for the passage of this ordi- 
nance?

A Sensational Story into Which Mayor 
Noonan’s Name ta Brought. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 30.—[Special.]—The 
investigation of the boodle gas legislation 
has developed a sensational story that is a 
subject of comment toright. The bill that 
has béen denownced by press and public 
as the robber bill is before Mayor Noonan, 
and his Honor is trying to make up bis mind 
whattodo. His friends are interestedin it, 
and the general impressiog is that he will 
sign it. Last Thursday Ed Butler, a Demo- 
cratic politician who is reputed to own the 
manicipal assembiy, but who has posed as a@ 
friend of the Gas Trust, called upon James 
Campbell, a broker, who is a large stockhold- 
er and closely identified with the Gas Trust. 
They talked of the biil, and Butier 1s alleged to 
have said that the Mayor would siga it, but 
that there wasa way to stop it. He said 
John B. O’Mearu, an intimate friend of 
Mayor Noonan, ine man who really elected 
him, had sent him (Butler) to say to the Gas 
Trust pecpie that $150,000 would veto the bill. 

Campbeii said he would consider the mat- 
ter. Next day another noted politician calied 
on Campbell ana told him that it was ail up, 
asthe Mayor was going to sign the bill, but 
that the promoters of the bil! would sell out 
to the trust for $150,000. When John B. 
O’ Meara beard of Butler’s story he said that 
Butier was a liar of astounding proportions. 

“T never sent him witn any blackmailing 
proposition,” said ne, “ and tne orly con v@r- 
sation [had with him was a repiy to his re- 
quest that I learn what the Mayor was going 
to do, as he and Campbell were spéculating 
in gas stocks and bonds. I told him that no 
one could learn what was going to be done.”’

‘AMERICAW HISTORICAL ASSOCIATION, 


Proceedings of the Second Day's Session— 
Gen. Wright's Paper on John Brown.

pOS?-OFFICE CLERKS ASK FOR RELIEF. 


Employes of the Minneapolis Office Form- 

ulate a Statement of Grievances, 
- Mryneapo is, Minon., Dec. 30.— [Special.|— 
The Minneapolis Post-Office Clerks’ Associa- 
tion have adopted resolutions which recite 
that since Congress has failed to make appro- 
priations sufficient for the hire of a proper 
number of postal employes, necessitating 
overwork on the partof the present force; 
and since the classification bill which was 
intended as a measure for their relief has 
resulted in reducing the salaries of many old 
and faithful employes, they must. have\a 
more complete organization and system of 
working. The clerks demand pay from 
July 1, 1889, at the rate recommended by 
Postmaster Ankeny and ask a deficiency ap- 
propriation to that end; a vacation of one 
month each year w'th full pay, to which they 
consider themselves entitled by reason of 
work Sundays and national holidays, the 
same being given to department clerks in 
Washington who do not work Sundays; and 
that a day’s labor be fixed at, eight hours, 
because in otner departments of the Gov- 
ernment it is fixed at four, five, and six hours. 
The resolutions will be widely circulated at 
the National Capital.

That 
bas miade it expensive, for sodium costs about #2 a 
pound, and it takes about two 4 ounds to make a 
pound of the aluminium. You and your readers.

ety rn the process if 1 should tell it 
ou.”

“ Australia oe one’of the best opportunities

in the world for}tadying the effects of free trade 
said Justice H. J. Browne of 
Melbourne. ‘“ Victor¥a we have asystem of 
high protective friff, in South Australia they 
have a system tliat is a mixture of protection 
and free trade-that is they have some things 
on the free list and others on which moderate 
duties are imposed. In New South Wales they 
have free trade. These colonies, you know, are 
side by side. The divisiois‘are the same as your 
division into Sta@es. You ,see the workimgs of 
the free trade pdicy and the protection policy 
side by side, justas you would if Illinois had a 
protective tariffand lowa free trade. 

“One needs see and study the condition of 
these colonies but littie to be convinced that 
there is greater’ prosperity for anew country 
under protection.

New South Wales. is 
bankrupt. e prosperity of the Victorian Gov- 
ernment is npt aloge in sharp contrast tothe 
condition of \the Government of New Soutn 
Wales, but thereisas favorable a contrast be- 
tween the pyople of the two colonies, Wages 
are higher-én Victoria. Still there is not the 
great difference in wages that’ the*edvocates of 
peweednce in this cauatry might lead one to be- 
lieve, 
and the difference wquid naturally be less. 

‘* Australia is a new country away off from the

Elbridge Gerry Snow III. was one of the sig- 
natures which adorned the register of the Riche 
lieu yesterday. Was this a scion of royalty? 
The hotel reporter ran over in his mind the bits 
of history he could remember. He thought of 
the.King Geerges and all the Louies down to the 
XV. and a quantity of other Kingly names with 
numerals on the end, but he zouldn’t locate tne 
Soow dynasty. So Mr. Snow was called on to 
explain. 

“ Why, it is the simplest thing in the wor!d,”’ 
said Mr. Snow. “ And it is ss -nécessary as it is 
simpie. My father’s name is Eibriage Gerry 
Saow. My grandfathers name is Eibridge Gerry 
Snow. All ure living, and. we ali have bank avs, 
courts.

“Gov. Fifer has not decided what action he 
willtake on the matter of a pardon for the 
Anarchist Neebe,” said the Governor's private 
secretaty, H. G. Reeves. ‘ This pardon business 
takes about half of the Governor's time.

Mootreal Herald: In return for political 


support and heavy contributions of money to 


be used in bribery at the elections the de- 
generate leaders of a degencrated party fast- 


ened on Canada a policy which had some 


superficial attractiveness, but which has really 
proved to be acommercial cancer. The fatal 
effects of the disease are now being felt, and

Can- 
ada’s trade is . hampered here, and

Canada’s debt 
1s galloping in the millions, her taxation is 
increasing, her foreign trade diminishing. 
On her bordersis a nation of sixty million 
people paying off its debt and lowering its 
taxes. Aiready that nation is attracting the 
population of Canada, who leave their own 
country by every train to try their fortunes 
in the other. A million and a half of them 
are there now, with daily additions to that 
number. Can any one be biind to tne inev- 
itabie result of this! There is no chance of 
saving Canada as a nation if the present 


régime is long continued: It is Sir John 
Macdonald’s methods that are _ piece- 
meal transferring Great Britain in 


America to the United States. He has done 
more to rob Great Britain of her American 
provinces than any man has done in the pres- 
ent century.. Andthe most intelligent men 


_of his own party know it. and in private ad- 
mit it. Only the dull minds live in the fool’s 


paradise they have created. And we do not 
believe that our accuser is one of these. But 
present profit hes in pandering to this old 
man’s selfish craze for power. It suits him 
to sell the nation for present gratification, 
and it suits them to pretend that he is hold- 
ing this portion of the empire together. 
W bat may follow when he is done with it he 
cares; not, and they are willing to ac 
cept the chances. Yesterday the Gazette 
published a warning voice to thé French 
Canadians showing ther. what they would 
lose by becoming citizens of the United 
States. The same dire consequénces have 
been pointed out many atime and cft and 
yet the exodus from Lowér Canada continues. 
The French Canadian does not appear to be 
afraid of. becoming an American citizen. 
Those who have. made the change return 
he re to visit their friends but not to stay, 
They are in fact most successful emigration 
agents for the United States. The man who 
leaves Lower Canada withouta dollar and 
returns with his pockets weil lined talks more 
effectually than the organ of a ministry that 
values the French Canadiars only for their 
votes. If those whoesire to keep Canalians 
in Canada, and Canada a British province, 
hope todo so by maintaining the present 
régime they will be disappointed. A system 
that purposely adds to the price of every 
article of household use and at the same 
time places artificial barriers in the way of 
trade willadd neither tw the prosperity nor 
population of the country. It may satisfy a 
few capitalists, but not the people, and when 
as in Canada they find a difficulty in chang- 
ing their condition they leave the country. 
He who runs may read. The Canadaof to 
day isnotthe Canadaof Sir John Macdon- 
ald’s early political life, but he is past the 
age at which men usualiy assimilate new 
ideas. it is time the country changed its 
rulers. |

CHICAGO BEEF THE BEST, 


SENATOR VEST’S COMMITTEE HEARS 
TESTIMONY IN NEW YORK. 


Gotham Dealers Declare in Favor of Gar- 
den City--Meat Products—T. ©. East- 
man on the Transportation Question— 
A Big Fiarry in Money Circles—Bank 
of England Discount Up to Six Per Cent 
—Business Failures for the Last Year— 
Carnegie and the Pittaburg & Western. 

NEw York, Dec. 30.—[Special.]|—The Sena- 
toriai Committee appointed to investigate 
the transportation of cattle ana live beef, 
consisting of Senators Vest of Missouri, 
Piumb of Kansas, and Manderson of Nebras- 
Ka, @Xaminead witnesses at the Hoffman 
House today. T. C. HKastman, who has a 
large abattoir at the foot of West Fifty-ninth 
street and who ships cattle to London and 
Liverpool, said he had been making contracts 
with the steamship companies since 1875. 
Rates were fixed by contracts, which were 
made for short periods, Outsiders, he de- 
clared, sometimes found it diffileult to secure 
space for the shipment of live cattle. The 
facilities for that class of freight were limit- 
ed, and contracts had to be made some time 
in advance. The steamship companies’ rates 
fluctuated with the price of American beef 
in England, but they charged all the market 
would stand. 

Senator Vest said the committee had tes- 
timony showing that the price of cattle bad 
been steadily declining for years, and that 
Western ranchmen were going out of the 
business, while the price of dressed beef tw 
the consumer remained the same. Mr. East- 
man attempted tou explain that there was a 
great loss in the weight, and that a live steer 
weighing 800 pounds only yielded 200 pounds 
of first-class beef. : 

The Senator then wanted to know why it 
was that New York had better beef than any 
other city, and where the best beef came 
frem. The best beef, Mr. Eastman replied, 
came from Chicago. New-Yorkers would 
not have anything but the best, and the 
butchers knewit. Regarding tbe companies 
who own cars and receive front the railroad 
companies using them a certain mileage rate, 
Mr. Eastman said that when their business 
was good they divided their mileage with 
shippers using their cars. 

Bernard Beinecke, adealer in cattie and 
canned meats, said that he did not think the 
extreme cold of the Arctic regions would 
have any bad effect on. either fresh or salt 
canned meats except that after any lergth 
of time during which it was frozen it might 
lose some of its flavor on being thawed out.

Bavk of England Discount Marked Up to 
Six Per Cent—Fffect in V all Street. 

New York, Dec. 30.—[Special.|—The Bank 
of England go vernors heid an extraor@mary 
meeting this morning and marked up the 
rate of discount to 6 per cent, the_higtiest 
since the early winter of 1882. Orders had 
been cadied from this center for about $300,000 
in gold, but the fine bars could not be ob- 
tained. That the governors promptly took 
the hint, however, is shown by their action 
this morning. Naturaily this. encouraged 
money-lenders to charge higher rates. Many 
01 the national banks and trust companies 
charged no more than 6 per cent. A giaring 
exception was the First Nationai Bank, 
which sent out notices that loans would be 
marked up to 25 per cent. On these tacts 
there was a scramble among frightened bor- 
rowers, and as high as 40 per cent was paid 
on ’change for cali loans. On a telegram 
from Secretary Windom authorizing the im- 
mediate payment of interest on wae Govern- 
ment bonds, coupon as well as registered, the 
rate fell to 6 per cent, and in the jast half 
bour borrowers were supplied at 4 per cent. 

The net results of the djay’s trading in 
stocks is a mere fractionaideciine. The only 
properties down as Muvh.asl per cent are 
Chesapeake & Qhio tirst preferred, Denver 
& Rio Grande, Laclede Gas, Lake Erie & 
Western, and Manhattan. Inthe early trade 
there was brisk selling for both long and 
short accounts, and there was a fair sprink- 
ling of “cash” sales and ‘seller threes,” 
which amountto the same thing. The prin- 
cipal activity was in Lackawanna and Read- 
ing, which represent afourth of tne day’s 
total, and together with four others—nst. 
Paul, Union Pacific, Louisville, and Missouri 
Pacific—stand for one-half the total. 

Foreign exchange was demoralized by the 
flurry in money, and bilis were seld at all 
sorts of prices. Long commercial bills sold

150,000 cable transfers 
at 4.821¢ by a national bank gave a stronger 
tone to the market toward the close.

Looking back still further, it was found 
that the average mean tempereture from 1871 
to 1888, both inclusive, a period of eighteen 
years, during the. samé~-months for these 
cities was for Chicago, 68.8; New York, 69.9; 
Washington, 73.2; and St. Louis, 74.8; Chi 
cago again taking the lead, with the others 
f oliowing in the same order as before. 

In regard to the relative maximum temper- 
ature as shown by the records—it was 
found that in 188]-the mercury rose as high 
as 97.9 at Chicago, while at New York it 
stood at 100.2, at Wushington 104.3, and at 
St. Louis 106.4, a record decidedly in favor 
of Chicago. In addition to this, it does not 
appear from the record that the tempera- 
ture of Chicago has ever reached as high as 


100 from 1878 to 1888, inclusive, 
the highest recorded being 99.8, while 
at Washington ana St Louis it has 


reached (and passed by several degrees) the 
100th degree a numoper of times. Notably in 
Washington, in 1879 it reached as high as 102: 
in 1881, 104.8, and in 1887, 102.8, while in: St. 
Louis in 1879 it reached as high as 100; in 
1880, 101; im 1881, 106.4; in 1 102, and in 
1887, 100. In New York it only appears to 
have reached the hundredth degree once, in 
1881, when it scored 1090.2.

Lord Rosebery stated last week in Scot- 
land that no,one had ever explained to him 
how the House of Lords was to be ended, and 
that he did not see the way, because this 
could only be done by a Dill that would have 
to receive the assent of the Lords. I will 
explaia to his Lordship the modus operand}. 
A bill having passed the House of Commons 
would go up to the Lords. » A sufficient num- 
ber of persons would be made.Lords to 
swamp all opposition. This creation woulda 
do no harm, for both new and old Lords 
would . lose ali legislative functions, 
and my experience of human nature leads me 
to the conclusion that a sufficient number of 
Liberals would be ready to sacrifice them- 
selves on the altar of their country, and to 
assent to the pretix of Lord. Tha _reform act 
of 1831-was carried by the threat of a large 
creution, and if the threat had not proved 
successful the creation would have followed. 
My plan, therefore, is neither new nor un- 


constitutional. It carried reform in. the 
Commons, and it will carry extinction 
in the Lords. Lord Rosebery is an 


excellent Liberal, but the fact of his be- 
ing a member of the Upper House seems 
to have warped his judgment in a matter af- 
fecting our hereditary legislation. Does he 
really imagine that we should permit a few 
hundred Peers to impose a non possumus on 
the declared will of the nation? It would re- 

uire, he says, a Cromwell to end the Lords, 

ossibiy, but in the declared will of tke 
nation we haveaforce stronger than any 
Cromwell. Any scheme to strengthen t' © 
Upper House, and yet to leave in it one sine.e 
hereditary legislator, would be opposed ° ll 
sound Radicals. Whether we have o or 
two legislative Houses is one thing; thai we 
will not have any persons ig either who do 
not derive their legislative ‘rights from the 
people 1s another.—Loudon Truth.

TUBBS REFUSED TO TALK. i 


THE TELEGRAPH SUPERINTENDENT 
BECOMES SPHINX-LIKE. 


In a Suit for Damages Against His Company 
He Is Cited by Judge Taley to Show 
Cause Why He Should Not Be Held for 
Contempt—The Eggers & Moran Fati- 
ure Has Some Odd Developments—The 
Record. 


Frederick H. Tubbs, Superintendent of the 
Western Union Telegraph company, appeared 
before Judge Tuthill yesterday in answer to a 
citation to show cause why he did not reply to 
certain questions before the Chicago Commis- 
sioners appointed by a Kansas Citv.court to take 
evidence in a suit by Edward L. Randall against 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pucific railway com- 
pany. 

Randall sued the railway for $25,000 damages 
in Kansas City for alleged malicious persecu- 
tion. He was a telegraph operator for the road 
at Davenport, la.. but was discharged July 21, 
1886, for participating actively in the organiza- 
tion of a branch of the Order of Railway Tele- 
graph Operators. Supt. Swift of the Rock Island, 
so it is charged, sent a secret circular to all tele- 
graph offices in the country blacklisting him, 
and when Randall came to Chicago and applied 
to Tubbs for work it was refused him, 

Mr. Tubbs was cited before the Commissioners 
to testify as to whether he received the circular 
of Swift, and if so whether it determined him in 
his refusal to employ Randall. Mr. Tubbs an- 
swered some of the questions frankly, 
but there were others as to matters 
of which he exhibitea dense igno- 
rance. Randall's attorney reported to Judge 
Tuthill that there was a list of questions which 
he either declined to answer altogether or to 
which he returned evasive replies. Mr. Tubbs 
was represented by counsel, who argued that the 
questions to which Randall desired answers 
were questions of privilege, and being ,.between 
two officials in confidence could not be construed 
as a public denunciation of Randall. Randall’s 
lawyer contended that the effect was the same, 
since Swift's circular was a constructive charge 
of unfitness and prevented Randall from getting 
work. The case was continued by the court 
until this morning for more authorities. 

The stock of the insolvent furniture men, Eg- 
gers & Moran, was sold by Judge Gary in the 
County Court yesterday to John Roeder for 

7,550. The stock inventoried $8,000. Roeder isa 
brother-in-law of Eggers. and it was said that 
the latter would resume business. His principal 
opponent was A. H. Revell, who started the bid- 
ding at $6,300 and stopped at $7,500. The Ames & 
Frost company filed a petition in the case which 
Eggers & Moran were ordered to answef by Jan. 
6. Itis charged that the day before their failure, 
when they knew they were going to fail, they 
sold $3,000 worth of notes that belonged to the as- 
sets for $1,090 cash and divided the mopey. The 

tition further charged that Moran rbéalized on 

worth of firm accounts before the failure. 
The petition asked that the money received from 
these transactions’ be turned over to the as- 
signee.

RELIGION OF THE INDIANS.

No Traces of a Beliefin Mono-Theisam Pre- 
vious to Contact with Civilization. 

Wasurneton. D. C., Dec. 28.—Col. Garrick 
Mallery of the Smithsonian Institution, who 
is recognized as an authority on Indian tradi- 
tions, religions, and languages, has just com- 
pleted an important contribution to science. 
It is entitled “Israelite and Indian; a Paral- 
lel in Planes of Culture,” and was written 
for the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, of which he is the 
Vice-President and chief of the anthropo- 
logical section. In thisreport Col Maliery 
overthrows and compietely demolishes a popu- 
lar and almost upiversal Gheory that all whe 
savage tribes of America, before their con- 
flict with civilization, had a formulated and 
established religious faith, believed in a 
single Supreme, Being, a future lite, anda 
system of rewards and punishments after 
death. This theory, which has been accepted 
and disseminated by religious missionaries of 
all denominatons among the Indians, has 
been the enief link to connect them with the 
pre-histerie races of the Mosaic era, and, at 
the same time, has been used to demonstrate 
that ws", 28 & creature, however ignorant or 
degraded, was-divinely inspired witb a reve- 

aT or an instinct that recognized the one 
eme Being, the immortality of the soul, 
hope of happiness or fear of misery 
giter death, according as his worldly life was 
spent. 

Col. Mallery reports that after years of in- 
vestigation into the traditions of all the 
North American tribes, representing fifty- 
eight linguistic stocks and more than 300 
languages, be bas been forced to the conclu- 
sion that the aborigines had no such instinct 
and no such religious belief, until after con- 
tact with European civilization, when they 
gained it from the missionaries. These mis- 
sionaries, he says, were imbued with the 
dogma, and sought and therefore found evi- 
dence of one primeval faith, but were misied 
by their own enthusiasm. He continues: 
‘“ After careful examination, with the assist- 
ance of explorers and linguists, | reassert 
my statement that no tribe or body of 
Indians, before mussionary influence, enter- 
tained a formulated or distinct belief ina 
single overruling Great Spirit or any being 
that corresponded to the Christian concep- 
tion of God. ButIi freely admit, with even 
greater emphasis, that an astovnding num- 
ber of customs of the North American In- 
dians are the same as those recorded of the 
ancient Israelites.’ 

He telis, too, of the experience of W. W. 
Warren, who translated the Bibie for the 
Ojibway nation, and was invariably met 


with the remark from the na- 
tive priests: “This book must be 
true, for our «ancestors have told 


us similar stories generation after generation 
since the world was new.”’ Only last year, 
when a weil-informed chief of the Mussokis 
was being questioned as to the religious 
myths ana legends of his tribe, he replied: 
‘They are allin the Old Testament. e can 
read them there without the trouble of tak- 
ing them down from our people.”’ 

Col. Mallery aiso argues that it is useless 
to attempt to Christianize the Indians until 
after they have been civilized.

The Coroner’s Jury Know That Eight Ne- 
groes Were Shot to Death, bat Don’t 
Know Who Shot Them, and Apparently 
Were Not the Least Bit 4nxious to Find 
Out—Further Horrible Details of This 
Wholesale Southern Batchery.

They were 
Lied to young oak trees‘on the roadside, all 
except Mitchel: Adams, who was tied te the 
post which marked the corporation limits of 
Barnwell. Johnson was tied toa tree close 
by Adams.

The frightful character of the wounds is 
shown by the testimony of the physicians 
who examined each body. In brief it is as
